FRIENDS and fam¬ 
ily of two Northampton 
mums killed in a car 
crash on the Ml motor¬ 
way will hold a candlelit 
vigil and release Chi¬ 
nese lanterns to pay an 
emotional tribute to the 
pair. 

Best friends Faye McKoy, 
aged 24, from Tenby Road, 
Spencer and Donna Morgan, 
aged 22, from Brookside Mead¬ 
ows, Kings Heath, died when 
the car they were travelling 
in spun out of control on the 
sliproad at the northbound 
exit of the motorway at junc¬ 
tion 15A at 3am on Saturday. 

The driver of the car, Ale¬ 
sha Brown, is fighting for her 
life in hospital. She suffered 
what police described as life- 
threatening injuries but her 
condition was said to be im¬ 
proving last night. 

Donna, a former Northamp¬ 
ton College student who also 
attended The Duston School 
and Thomas Becket School, 
was due to celebrate her 23rd 
birthday this week and friends 
are set to gather in the spin¬ 
ney off Brookside Meadows 
at 6.30pm today to celebrate 
her life and pay their respects 
to both her and Faye. 

Friend Mandy Waters, who 
has arranged the event, said: 
“Donna was absolutely fan¬ 
tastic. She was a loving mum 
who did everything for her lit¬ 
tle guy Du’Reece and she was 
a great friend.” 

Mrs McKoy, who previously 
worked as an administrator, 


was full-time mum to two- 
year-old Krystelle and was 
pregnant with her second 
child at the time of the crash. 

Hundreds of friends have 
signed online memorial sites 


set up on Facebook to pay 
tribute to the pair. 

Friend of Faye, Micha 
Timms, wrote: “This still 
doesn’t feel real. We were sim¬ 
ilar in so many ways and it’s 


weird to think we will never 
bump into each other in town 
and have a good old boogie 
again. I have always admired 
your confidence as a young 
woman and your positive atti¬ 
tude to life. You will never be 
forgotten mate. Sleep tight.” 

Shonie Coates, a friend of 
Faye, wrote: “I can’t believe it. 
My sympathy goes out to your 
little baby and family. I had 
only seen you a few days ago, 
smiling as usual. 

“It only feels like yesterday 
that you and your brother 
were climbing over your fence 
into my garden to play Bar¬ 
bies with me and my sister. 

“You were such a lovely and 
beautiful girl, never forgot¬ 
ten.” 

Kayleigh O’Neill said: “RIP 
Donna, I am so shocked babe, 
it’s unreal. 

“You will never be forgot¬ 
ten. 

“I still remember all the 
good times we had when we 
were at school.” 

A police spokesman said 
an investigation had been 
launched into how the Peu¬ 
geot car being driven by Miss 
Brown lost control as it start¬ 
ed to come off the northbound 
exit at junction 15a at around 
3am on Saturday. 

The car hit a number of 
“road-side furniture” objects 
before coming to rest on the 
barrier. 

The road was closed for 
much of the morning while 
repair work was carried out.

Asylum 
seekers 
to cost 
£1.2m 

CARING for young 
asylum seekers who 
arrive in Northamp¬ 
tonshire on their 
own will cost an ad¬ 
ditional £1.2m this 
year. 

In 2009-10, the 
cost of providing 
care was £4.3m, 
with £4.1m paid by 
the Government 
and £223,000 by the 
county council. 

This year, due to 
Government cuts, 
the authority will 
pay £1.4m of the 
£4.5m bill. 

A spokesperson 
from Northampton¬ 
shire County Coun¬ 
cil said: “These are 
children who are 
coming by them¬ 
selves from other 
countries, who have 
usually endured 
tremendous stress 
and difficult condi¬ 
tions and are often 
the most vulnerable 
children we work 
with. 

“Of course, this 
support does not 
come without a cost, 
which is met through 
Government funding 
and county council 
funding. 

“However, the 
grant we receive 
from the Govern¬ 
ment has recently 
decreased which 
means that the coun¬ 
cil has to pay more 
to support these 
children. 

“The main finan¬ 
cial pressure for the 
council is as unac¬ 
companied asylum 
seeker children grow 
up and leave care. 

“The money we re¬ 
ceive from the Gov¬ 
ernment reduces as 
the children get old¬ 
er, but the real costs 
of supporting them 
do not necessarily 
reduce to the same 
extent.” 

Last year, the coun¬ 
ty provided care for 
117 asylum seeker 
children while so far 
this year the figure 
is 113. 

In 2009-2010 the 
cost of provid¬ 
ing care for each 
child for a year was 
£40,000, with the 
county council con¬ 
tributing £2,000. 

This year the 
cost of care per child 
for a year has risen 
to £41,000, with 
the county coun¬ 
cil contributing 
£12,800. 

A council spokes¬ 
man said the chil¬ 
dren are particu¬ 
larly vulnerable due 
to growing concerns 
over the UK as a des¬ 
tination country for 
trafficking.

Young girls tied 
up cats in den 


FINAL 

REDUCTIONS 


TWO schoolgirls ac¬ 
cused of stealing cats 
and keeping them tied 
up in a hidden den 
have been questioned 
by police. 

Concerned resident 
Pamela Garratt discovered 
the distressed cats leashed 
to a tree next to a make-shift 
shelter in Briar Hill wood, 
off Pitstone Road, on Sun¬ 
day afternoon while looking 
for her missing cat Benjy, 
who she later found dead in 
the same area on Monday 
night. 

One cat, believed to be 
pregnant, was suffering 
from a mouth infection and 
was rescued, but the second 
was so terrified it disap¬ 
peared into the woods. 

Police have since spoken 
to the families of the two 
girls and are in discussion 
with the RSPCA over wheth¬ 
er to prosecute them over 
any alleged cruelty. 

Mrs Garratt, from Black¬ 
berry Lane, Briar Hill, had 
been out looking for her cat 
when some children lead 
her to the den. 

She said: “I just couldn’t 
believe what I was seeing, it 
was absolutely shocking. I 
stayed calm at the time but 
inside I was raging. 

“One cat was being stran¬ 
gled by the rope and was so 
terrified that it darted off 
into the woods as soon as I 
let it go. 

“The other one looked re¬ 
ally unwell and had a mouth 
infection. 

“I haven’t stopped crying 
since I found Benjy dead 
but I was so worried when 
I didn’t know where he was. 
At least I have some closure 
now. 

“I think those responsi¬ 
ble should be prosecuted 
for this. I think even though 
they are thought to be young 
they knew right from wrong 
and who knows how many 
cats have died from this. The

people who did this need to 
take responsibility for their 
actions.” 

A spokesman for North¬ 
amptonshire Police said: “A 
number of cats have been 
taken to this area and mis¬ 
treated. It is believed those 
responsible are two girls 
aged 10 and 11 years old. 

“There is a question over 
criminal responsibility giv¬ 
en the age of the girls but 
we are working with the 
RSPCA,” the spokesman 
added.

Cannabis: the 
shocking stats 



POLICE in Northampton¬ 
shire seized the equivalent 
of more than 30 cannabis 
plants a day from drug fac¬ 
tories across the county 
last year. 

The figures highlight an ex¬ 
plosion in the number of profes¬ 
sional drug production facilities, 
or cannabis ‘factories’, being set 
up across the county, resulting in 
huge increases in the number of 
seizures by officers over the last 
two years. 

The statistics, which can be 
revealed following a Freedom 
of Information request by our 
sister newspaper the Chronicle 
& Echo, show police confiscated 
3,500 plants during 102 seizures 
in 2008/09. 

Last year, 11,099 plants were re¬ 
covered as police shut down can¬ 
nabis factories in 203 drug busts 
- an increase of more than 200 
per cent in two years. 

Many of the factories had been 
set up by South East Asian drug 
gangs. 

The growth in the number of 
factories has also been replicated 
in the amount of herbal cannabis 
police have seized. 

In 2007/08 police, Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police officers took 23 
kilos of cannabis plants off the 
street, in 815 seizures. 

Last year, police made 1,228 sei¬ 
zures, resulting in a stash of 1,355 
kilos being taken from drugs 
gangs. 

Part of the huge increase, 
however, was a record £7 million 
stash of herbal cannabis found 
in a lorry travelling between Dav- 
entry and Corby, on April 29. The 
1.3-tonne haul had been shipped 
into the country from Cuba, via 
Jamaica, and arrived in North¬ 
amptonshire via Tilbury Docks, 
in Kent. 

Experts say they are also seiz¬ 
ing cannabis on the streets of 
Northamptonshire that is strong¬ 
er than ever. 

In the last 12 months North¬ 
amptonshire Police also seized 
one kilo of heroin, 1.7 kilos of co¬ 
caine and 1.2 kilos of crack. 

The figures suggest other drugs 
are less prevalent in the county. 

Across Northamptonshire in 
the last 12 months, officers made 
just eight seizures of Ketamine 
and recovered two bags and 


around 500 grams of Mephedrone, 
also know as ‘Meow Meow’. 

MP for Northampton South, 
Brian Binley, said the growth of 
cannabis growing facilities in 
Northamptonshire was “disturb¬ 
ing”. 

He said: “All the evidence sug¬ 
gests that organised crime is in¬ 
volved in this in regard to setting 
up ‘franchise’ organisations to 
grow the plant and by bringing 
people into the country as illegal 
immigrants. 

“I am delighted that the police 
have rooted so much of that out 
but it does suggest we still have a 


big battle to fight.” 

Many cannabis factories in 
Northamptonshire are run by il¬ 
legal immigrants, brought into 
the country from Vietnam, to 
work as gardeners inside the fac¬ 
tories. 

Mr Binley said any fight against 
the professional production of 
cannabis would also require a 
tightening up of immigration 
rules. 

He added: “We need a sizeable 
improvement of our border con¬ 
trols and we need to return illegal 
immigrants to their country of 
origin as quickly as possible.”

A CHILDREN'S nursery gar¬ 
den has been destroyed by 
vandals for the third time 
this summer. 

Hundreds of pounds of damage 
was caused by the gang who pulled 
apart a trampoline, smashed win¬ 
dows and damaged the sand pits at 
St Mary’s Day Nursery, attached 
to St Mary’s Church, in Towcester 
Road, Far Cotton. 

The incident happened in the 
early hours of Sunday morning 
and was overheard by the vicar of 
the church. 

The Rev Ian Holdsworth, the 
vicar of St Mary’s Church, which 
has not been directly affected by 
the vandalism, was awoken by the 
sound of smashing bottles. 

He said: “I was woken up by a 
great commotion of young peo¬ 
ple running riot. They had obvi¬ 
ously been drinking because they 
smashed a bottle of vodka. They 
climbed over the fence and saw it 
as a fun activity to smash up little 
kids’ toys. 

“I’m very saddened that young 
adults should behave this way and 
spoil things for small children 
and, judging by the sound they 
were making, find it very funny.” 

Caroline Dellar, the manager 
of the not-for-profit nursery, said: 
“It’s so disheartening to arrive 
to work and see all the damage. I 
want them to realise exactly the 


effect they are having and think 
twice. They’re destroying the gar¬ 
den and the ones who are suffer¬ 
ing are the children. 

“They are doing this for a bit of 
mindless fun and they obviously 
don’t have any concern for other 
people. Every morning we have 
to sweep glass from the court¬ 
yard where bottles are thrown or 
smashed, it’s so dangerous. 

“More than £1,000 of damage 
has been caused now and it’s left 
the children without some of 


their favourite equipment.” 

She added that one of the inci¬ 
dents happened during the day 
while the nursery was open but 
that staff felt helpless to do any¬ 
thing. 

The nursery will now have to 
fundraise to replace some of the 
equipment, but fear it could be 
damaged again.

THE LOST book of a renowned 
and remembered countryside 
author from Northampton will fi¬ 
nally be published.

THE heartbroken par¬ 
ents of teenager Natasha 
Warnes lit candles, laid 
flowers and left cards at 
a town centre shrine to 
mark what would have 
been their daughter's 
17th birthday. 

The talented musician was 
found dead in her bedroom 
earlier this month and dozens 
of friends and family mem¬ 
bers have since transformed 
the spot where she regularly 
played the violin in Abington 
Street into a sea of floral trib¬ 
utes. 

Her parents visited the 
scene on Saturday the day on 
which the former Northamp¬ 
ton School for Boys student 
would have turned 17. 

Her family were due to re¬ 
turn home from a holiday in 
France on Saturday 

Her mother, Emma Keasley 
said they had been planning to 
“eat cake in the car on the jour¬ 
ney home as it was going to be 
her 17th birthday” 

Friends also posted birthday 
messages on an online tribute 
to Natasha on Facebook and 
left cards and flowers at her 
shrine. 

One card, from some friends, 
said they hoped Natasha was 
getting lots of presents in 
heaven. 

Friend Caitlin Craddock 
wrote on Facebook: “Happy 
birthday, I hope you are happy 
playing with the angels.” 

A private funeral will take 
place tomorrow, starting at 
noon, at Mount Pleasant Bap¬ 
tist Church, Kettering Road 
in Northampton. A collection 
will be taken for the church on 
the day. 

Natasha was a closely in¬ 
volved member of Broadmead 



Baptist Church and attended a 
faith camp in Peterborough on 
several occasions. 

She attended Headlands Pri¬ 
mary School, Northampton 
School for Girls and North¬ 
ampton School for Boys sixth- 
form. 

She also had a love of art 
and design and enjoyed man¬ 
ga art and tattoo design, with 
various pieces of art also left 
in Abington Street. Some of 
her friends have had tattoos in 
tribute to her. 

In a family statement re¬ 
leased following her death, 
Natasha’s family said: “The 
tribute Natasha’s friends left 
in Abington Street touched us 
so much - we didn’t realise just 
how much our daughter was 
loved. 

“Our friends and family have 
been a huge support, cooking 
and cleaning for us and help¬ 
ing in any way they can. 

“Even strangers who knew 
Natasha, but didn’t know us, 
have been there for us too.” 

Her family has asked for 
donations to be made to North¬ 
amptonshire Music Service. 

Following the church serv¬ 
ice on Friday, a private burial 
will take place at Kingsthorpe 
Cemetery for close family and 
friends.

Let’s Kill Hitler episode will be a sci-fi thriller 


The title of the latest episode of 
Doctor Who has confused many, 
and angered even more. Some 
tabloid newspapers have fumed 
over the fact a trailer for the 
show sees The Doctor 'save' Hit¬ 
ler, while others have questioned 
the morality of even including 
references to the Nazi leader in a 
children's show. 


But when the programme airs 
later this month, much of that 
panic will subside. In the Doctor 
Who world. Hitler is a figure of 
fun to be pushed about by the 
lead characters as they get to 
grips with some of the show's 
long-running questions, meet 
a new companion and tackle a 
mysterious robot. 


Indeed, far from living up to its 
title. Let's Kill Hitler is far more 
focused on science-fiction than 
many will expect. In many re¬ 
spects, Hitler and 1930s Germany 
are merely a distraction from a 
fast-paced thriller which seesThe 
Doctor left fighting for his life 
while tackling characters from 
both the future and the past. 
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THE man behind Doctor Who has said 
the Northampton-born star of the show, 
Matt Smith, is a joy to work with, de¬ 
spite labelling him “ugly”. 

The next series of the hit BBC drama 
will start later this month, and at the 
London premiere of the first episode this 
week, the programme’s chief writer and 
executive producer, Steven Moffat, said a 
darker side of Smith’s character would 
be revealed over the next six episodes. 

But he also joked that the former 
Northampton School for Boys pupil, who 
is currently dating model Daisy Lowe, 
would help bring comedy to the 


show thanks to his unusual looks. 

He said: “I think one of the glories 
of Doctor Who is that it’s an extremely 
funny show. One of the first things we 
wanted to do when we chose a new Doc¬ 
tor, was make sure he was funny. 

“It’s just a tremendous benefit that he 
happened to be a bit ugly!” 

But despite joking about Smith’s ap¬ 
pearance, the executive also paid tribute 
to the 28-year-old, saying he was one of 
the nicest possible people to work with. 
He said: “Matt is a joy to work with. He 
is genuinely one of the nicest people. 
And there are elements of The Doctor 
that are him, the fact that he tends to 
think he is the coolest one out there for 
example. 

“But sometimes he seems to be the 
most ridiculously grown up 28-year-old 
in the world. He talks to you like he’s 
your dad at times. And he has tremen¬ 
dous sweetness, he’s a very nice man.” 

The first episode of the new series of 
Doctor Who, Let’s Kill Hitler, sees The 
Doctor and his companions transported 
back to 1930s Berlin. It has faced some 
criticism because of its title, but Moffat 
said he felt it was his duty to make every 
episode of the hit show as “big” as possi¬ 
ble, adding: “I want to make every single 
story an event, and I think we do. People 
shouldn’t even doze off for the next few 
weeks, because there’s loads to

U S indie rock heroes 
Jimmy Eat World 
return to the re¬ 
gion next week for a gig 
ahead of their perform¬ 
ances at the Reading and 
Leeds festivals. 

The band released their 
seventh album, Invented, 
last year and joined Foo 
Fighters for one night at 
the Milton Keynes Bowl 
last month. 

The Mercury & Citizen 
spoke to singer and gui¬ 
tarist Jim Adkins ahead 
of their show at the 02 
Academy in Leicester. 
“Are you kidding me?” 
replies Adkins, when 
quizzed about what it 
was like to walk out in 
front of so many people 
at Milton Keynes. 

“It was amazing, it was 
definitely one of the 
biggest shows we’ve ever 
played. 

“They’re really fun but 
it’s not something I could 
imagine doing all of the 
time - but if you’re Dave 
Grohl, I guess you’re 
used to it. 

“There’s levels of people 
you play for - once you 
get past that intimate 
level the audience itself 
takes on a personality of 
its own, a mass, a singu¬ 
lar personality which is 
very different. 

“To me, Brixton Acad¬ 
emy is the line before it 
starts getting a bit less 
personal.” 

While Jimmy Eat World’s 
Leicester gig comes days 
before their festival ap¬ 
pearances, Adkins says 
they’re more than just a 
warm-up show. 

“It’s much more impor¬ 
tant to us than that,” 
he explains. “We love 
playing, whatever kind 


of shows they are and 
everyone is a different 
experience for us.” 
Adkins is joined in 
Jimmy Eat World by Tom 
Linton, Rick Burch and 
Zach Lind. 

While their self-titled de¬ 
but album was released 
in 1994, it was their 2001 
album, Bleed American, 
which propelled the band 
into the mainstream and 
onto the front covers of 
magazines with its pop 
friendly hooks. 

Its 1999 predecessor, Clar¬ 
ity, has since garnered 
critical acclaim and a 
cult status among fans. 
Invented saw the band 
team up again with 
producer Mark Trombino 
who worked on both 
aforementioned records. 
While Invented may 
not have had the same 
commercial impact as 
Bleed American, Adkins 
maintains it’s the band’s 
best work. 

He said: “As a musician, 
you’re always excited 
about the record you’re 
putting out and I’m still 
really proud of it. 

“We really connected 
with the material, it came 
together and as a band we 
rose to the occasion. 

“The ideas we had came 
out really closely to what 
we had in mind for the 
album and I think as a 
band we’re getting better 
at doing this. 

“We have so much history 
with him, (Trombino), it 
made it much easier to 
work together. 

“Mark is a ninja with 
computers, we did as 
much as we could on our 
own, send him what we’d 
got and then he’d send it 
back to us - sometimes 


with some different ideas. 
“It’d maybe lead us 
down a road where we’d 
do something else and 
I don’t think we’d have 
that level of trust with 
someone else.” 

Adkins reveals work is 
already under way on 
album number eight, but 
the band is currently 
without a record label. 
“There will certainly be 
an album,” he explains, 
“but we’re not sure 
exactly how things are 
going to work. 

“With every record we try 
to forget that anyone will 
be listening to it while 
we’re working. 

“With Invented, the first 
time we sent the label any 
material was a couple of 
days before we were going 
to mix it, so I don’t feel 
any pressure for getting 
approval from a record 
label. 

“I feel we’ve done a good 
job of being honest with 
ourselves and we make 
music we feel is challeng¬ 
ing and rewarding. 

“At this point, we can do 
whatever we want, people 
who have accepted us 
probably get something 
out of what we’re going 
to do.” 

Besides album number 
eight, Adkins explains he 
still hopes to take the band 
to South America but ad¬ 
mits, “Right now, our big¬ 
gest goal is to do another 
album we’re proud of.” 
Jimmy Eat World play 
Leicester’s 02 Academy 
on Tuesday, August 23. 
Tickets cost £17.50 in 
advance and available 
from www.ticketweb.co.uk 
or by calling 0844 477 2000.

B ASED on the graphic novel 
by Scott Mitchell Rosenberg, 
Cowboys & Aliens is a rootin’ 
tootin’ action adventure that melds 
the western and science fiction 
genres with a blitzkrieg of digital 
effects. 

It’s a curious juxtaposition - pistols 
and laser guns - and certain ele¬ 
ments of Jon Favreau’s entertaining 
film don’t gel. 

While Harrison Ford possesses the 
weariness of a man who could con¬ 
ceivably have kicked up his spurs 
in 1870s New Mexico, co-star Daniel 
Craig swaggers around in figure- 
hugging leather chaps and a shirt 
unbuttoned to the navel like James 
Bond at a fancy dress party. 

We’re not remotely surprised that 
he opens the film by disabling three 
bandits on horseback. 

Nor do we bat an eyelid when his 
character out-canters an alien 
spaceship along a canyon ridge and 
leaps from the turbo-charged nag 
onto the otherworldly craft. 

The invaders do not stand a chance. 
Preposterousness aside, Cowboys 
& Aliens gallops along at a fair lick 
and director Favreau (Iron Man) 
orchestrates the set pieces with 
aplomb, keeping our adrenaline 
pumping as the 19th century heroes 


use their primitive weapons against 
hordes of slavering predators. 

Jake Lonergan (Craig) wakes in 
the desert with a gunshot wound, 
a large metal bracelet on his wrist 
and no memory of who he is or how 
he came to be in the dirt. 

He struts into town and is un¬ 
masked as a killer with a sizeable 
bounty on his head. 

Arrested by the sheriff and bound 
for prison alongside Percy 
Dolarhyde (Paul Dano), Jake makes 
his escape from the prison coach 
during a devastating attack by 
extraterrestrial craft. 

Percy is abducted and the boy’s 
powerful father, Woodrow (Harrison 
Ford), vows to rescue his son and he 
press gangs Jake into accompanying 
his posse on the perilous mission. 
Beautiful cowgirl Ella Swenson 
(Olivia Wilde), publican Doc (Sam 
Rockwell) and a fatherless boy 
called Emmett (Noah Taylor) join 
the hunt for the aliens. 

Cowboys & Aliens dodges the bullet 
of the 3D format and concentrates 
on old-fashioned action with 21st 
century visual trickery. 

Craig exudes the same amount of 
charisma as the wooden scenery but 
he is a brooding physical presence 


and the camera sensibly focuses on 
his chest and posterior. 

Ford provides fleeting comic relief 
and also pockets the film’s best 
emotional scene, sharing a tender 
moment with a Native American in 


his posse, who he has always treated 
as a surrogate son. 

Wilde’s feisty femme almost feels 
surplus to requirements, unable to 
generate any sexual chemistry with 
Craig because of his character’s 


tragic back story. 

So she is gifted a pivotal role in the 
final showdown that isn’t entirely 
deserved but does allow Favreau 
to leave the saloon door ajar for a 
potential sequel.

H ALF a century ago a motoring maga¬ 
zine with a hole to fill might look into 
the future and imagine the cars we’d 
be driving in 2011 - and get it so wrong it’s 
laughable. 

Try looking for a car powered by a jet 
engine, or one with wings that converts to a 
plane in seconds, and you’ll look in vain. 

Well, not quite; there have been attempts 
over the years to produce a flying car. 

Trouble was, they were hopeless in the air, 
hopeless on the ground and expensive in both 
spheres. Don’t expect to see one soon in a 
showroom near you. 

For what we’re actually driving bears a 
striking resemblance to the car you’d have 
bought half a century ago, with added 
performance and economy and an ability to 
go 1,000 miles without a service or succumb 
to the ravages of rust before the warranty 
ran out. 

Under the bonnet of most of today’s cars 
-just as half a century ago - beats an engine 
powered by petrol or diesel. It’s connected to 


a gearbox, still worked by a clutch and gear- 
lever and there’s a steering wheel to keep you 
on course. Brakes haven’t changed in concept 
either; simply got a lot better at stopping. 

True, some cars have batteries to power 
them (but not very far) and there’s talk of 
infinitely renewable hydrogen power on the 
horizon (but a very distant one). Until then 
we’re stuck with petrol or diesel. 

So will cars change in other directions? 
Well, probably yes is the safe answer. 

They could, for instance, become much 
simpler to drive. In fact, order the right car 
today tick the right options’ boxes and you 
can have a vehicle that in the right circum¬ 
stances does really almost drive itself. 

Take the well-optioned Audi A61 had on 
test recently It’s a handsome, well built and 
classy enough to stand its ground in the 
company executive car park. 

A potent 3.0 litre diesel engine provided 
the sort of push in the back reserved half a 
century ago for a sports car with a big, thirsty 
petrol engine. Yet the Audi returned a remark¬ 


able 43mpg in 
a hard week’s 
work. Now, 
that is real 
progress. 

But what left 

a still deeper impression were some of the 
barrow-load of extras that added more than 
£19,000 to the £38,300 list price of this A6 3.0 
TDI quattro SE S tronic (the quattro signify¬ 
ing all-wheel drive, the S tronic giving it 
automatic transmission). 

The easily read sat nav system and built in 
hard drive (to store all your CDs for instant 
recall) were functional add-ons, although not 
that unexpected from a car company that 
fancies itself in the vanguard of meeting its 
customers’ expectations. 

No, for the real surprises you had to dig a 
bit deeper into this techno-laden Audi. 

For instance, after flicking the correct 
lever, the car will not only keep its distance to 
the vehicle ahead, it will brake itself to a stop 
as well. Then, when the lights change and 


the car ahead moves off, do does 
yours. Without you (the driver) doing 
anything. It takes some getting used to... 

Try moving over a white line (at the edge 
of the road, for instance) and you’ll feel a gen¬ 
tle tug on the steering wheel, helping guide 
you back from potential danger. 

And yes, I tried it hands-off to see what 
happens. For several seconds the car was 
steering itself round the gentle bend before a 
message flashes up on the instrument panel 
for you to take control. 

Then consider headlights that shine round 
corners (and dip themselves), and a car that 
helps park itself (you don’t touch the steering 
wheel), and you wonder how much further 
technology can go. 

The lessons of half a century of progress 
hint that the answer to that question is; lots 
further, but not necessarily in the direction 
you think.

Johnson unhappy 
at Rovers reverse 


GARY JOHNSON felt a 
first half in which his Cob¬ 
blers side were 'mullered' 
meant they were always 
likely to be defeated at 
Bristol Rovers on Tuesday 
night. 

Town’s unbeaten start to the 
season came to an end at the 
Memorial Ground where Ade¬ 
bayo Akinfenwa’s first goal of 
the campaign was not enough 
to prevent a 2-1 defeat to Paul 
Buckle’s side. 

Northampton improved 
dramatically in the second 
half of the game but were 
- by their manager’s own 
admission - nowhere near 
enough of a force in the first 45 
minutes. 

“For parts of the second half 
we were okay but in the first 
half we were poor, really poor,” 


said the Cobblers boss. “We had 
to give them something else to 
think about by changing our 
shape a little bit so we brought 
Youngy (Lewis Young) on and 
we brought Bayo (Akinfenwa) 
on later. 

“I thought they mullered us 
in the first half and I was really 
disappointed with that. We gave 
it a bit of a go in the second half 
and we opened them up a little 
bit with Youngy’s pace. 

“But we’re disappointed to 
lose the game and some of them 
didn’t do enough in this game, 
they weren’t enough of a force. 

And he added: “We just never 
got started at all. 

“They took the game to us, 
they played their four up front 
and we knew if we gave the 
ball away they’d be down our 
throats. 

“That was exactly what we 


did, we kept giving the ball away 
and that meant they put us un¬ 
der pressure. 

“We kept ourselves in it and 
got the goal which rallied us 
a bit and then they had a bit 
of luck with the winning goal.” 

Buckle’s mood was in 
stark contrast to Johnson’s with 
the Bristol Rovers boss toasting 
the win in grand terms. 

“We deserved to win, a million 
per cent,” said Buckle, whose 
team ran out winners through 
goals from Jo Kuffour and Matt 
Harrold.

JIM MALLINDER says pre-season 
form will determine which of his 
two fly-halves wins a starting spot 
on the opening day of the Aviva 
Premiership season. 

The Saints boss added Ryan 
Lamb to his ranks this summer 
and the former London Irish man 
will provide a stern test for the 
current incumbent of the number 
10 shirt, Stephen Myler. 

Both players were given a half 
to impress against Russia at Fran¬ 
klin’s Gardens last Friday night as 
Mallinder’s men routed the Bears 
54-19. 

Myler narrowly edged the 
duel as he slotted all four of his 
conversions with aplomb, while 
Lamb hit the target with three of 
his four attempts. 

The duo now have three more 
chances to stake their individual 
claims for a place in the line-up 
against Gloucester at the Gardens 
on September 4. 

Saints take on Castres and big- 
hitters Toulouse in the south of 
France this week and then face 
a final ‘friendly’ against the side 
that denied them Heineken Cup 
glory back in May, Leinster. 

And the hat-trick of testing 
encounters will give Myler and 
Lamb the chance to show their 
mettle, with Mallinder set to se¬ 
lect the most impressive of the 
two for the big kick-off. 

“It’s down to the pre-season 
games, which is, I think what it’s 
all about,” said the director or 
rugby. 

“We’ve chosen tough games on 
purpose.
